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Continuation of 13. Other: Claims 1 and 4-8 stand rejected by the combination of Cameron, Tuttle and Sabel. Applicant asserts that the 
curved portion of the feed path is not at the corner inside the device. Merriam-Webster's Collegiate Dictionary, Tenth Edition, defines 
"corner" as the point where converging sides meet. It is believed that the frame portion that elements 4 and 5 are attached to has a corner 
at the top-left and top-right of the frame portion as shown in figure 1 of Cameron. Applicant asserts that Cameron, Tuttle and Sabel do not 
disclose forming an image, however, Tuttle clearly discloses forming an image in page 2, lines 83-91. Applicant asserts that Cameron, 
Tuttle and Sabel do not disclose that one of the leading and trailing edges is cut between the front and rear side edges. It is believed that 
Cameron discloses this limitation. Cameron discloses that it is possible to change the length of the recording medium in page 2, lines 37- 
42. Figures 1 and 2 in Cameron show the recording medium being cut according to the claim limitations, for instance, the leading edge is 
being cut by elements 6 and 7; the front side edges are already cut by the elements 1 and 2 as shown in figure 2; the rear side edges are 
about to be cut in figures 1 and 2 as represented by the lack of cut lines on the right side of element 1 in figure 2; and the trailing edge of 
the recording medium is represented by the very end of the recording medium on the right side of figures 1 and 2, which will continue to 
elements 6 and 7 in order to be cut. 
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
